Three of the wells, Torrance No. 
3 on the Chansior Canfield Mié- 
way lease, the Fullerton Ol] Com- 
pany’s No. 2 well, and a Shell Oil 
Company well near it, have been 
cemented off at approximately 
3000 feet. Virtually all of the 
wells now producing in the field 
have been brought in around 8600 
feet after going through 5600 feet 
of oll sand.

“We are not going to America 
to ask the United States to over- 
throw prohibition,” says Jean Cou- 
prie, one of the French delegates 
to the Brussels convention, which 
organized the league. “We would 
Probably be politely but firmly 
ejected if we did, and rightly so. 
However, we believe our cause is 
just as legitimate as that of the 
prohibitionists. American suppor- 
ters of prohibition have taken the 
liberty of sending their aposties 
to Europe. We believe we have 
at least the right to offer our 
whole-hearted support to American 
wets if they will accept. They will 
find our organization amply backed 
financially and with a hundred mil- 
lion advocates back of it.

“We believe Americans are much 
impressed by scientific facts and

There lives in Hollywood the 
only acknowledged woman writer 
of sea stories in America. Magda 
Leigh came by her talent naturally, 
as her father, W. J. Henderson is 
the author of the book, “Elements 
of Navigation” and was for many 
years an officer in the New York 
Navel Militia. As a child, one of 
Mies Laigh’s favorite pastimes was 
salling on the. old New Hampshire 
with him to witness drilla. Other 


books by her father are “Aficat 
With the Flag.” “Sea Yarne for 
Boys” and many short stories 
which appear in Harpers. 

Magda Leigh did not realise how 
strongly she had inherited her love 
for the sea until In 1908 a business 
matter took her on & sea voyage 
as far as South America. She 
salled New York on the R. 8. 
5. P. Magdalena. At that time she 
decided to devote her spare time 
to the writing of sea tales. in the 
last twelve years she has written 
twenty stories and two novels 
which deal with sea life. 

Her stories have attracted the 
attention of such writers as Jack 
London, Morgan Robertson. James 
B. Connoly. Edward Noble and 
other writers of virile tales of the 
sea A short while before the 
death of John Fleming Wileon he 
wrote her a long letter in which 
he her knowledge of sea 
life and atmosphere. 


WORKS ON SHIPS FOR IDEAL 


After traveling a great deal as 
a deck chair passenger Magda 
Laigh decided that the only way to 
know the sea thoroughly was to 
work on shipe as Conrad and 
Masefield had before her. Few 
women sall te. sea, but Magda 
Leigh secured work as a steward- 
ess, after first spending nearly 
three months as one of the only 
two passengers abread a Grace Line 
freighter. Her ecrap log of this 
wonderful trip records.

The steamer on 
which ere salled had formerly car- 
ried mules, but had been recondi- 
tioned im order to carry paseen- 


gers. 

Her fret trip as stewardess took 
her through the chain of West 
Indian islands, and was an appar- 
ently uneventful trip. Returning 
however, there were a score of 
negro women aboard, and it was 
Mies Leigh's duty to take care of 
them. Most of the women were 
ill with fever, and Miss Leigh and 
the young ship doctor practically 
lived in the reeking stateroome. 
Carrying bottles of disinfectant, the 
young doctor and young woman 
cared for the West Indian women 
and nureed them back to health. 
It wes euch work ae thie that 
brought the woman writer of sea 
tales in touch with real life as it 
is lived on the water. She learned 
to know ships and sea-faring men 
and to grit her teeth at the ele- 
ments. And all the time she was 
filling her note books with the 
data she had determined to secure.

Robert Frothingham, a distin- 
guished critic, has this to say of 
Mr. Knibbe's work: 

“Just a big bit of. geniua, this 
man Knibbs, he ‘savvies’ the West 
inside and out. and interprets it as 
no other writer of verse ever has. 
What Kipling was to the Pnglish 
soldier, Knibbs is to the mountains, 
deserts and trails of the far West.” 

It seems but meet and proper to 
here say a word about Herbert 
Henry nibs, who is now a citizen 
of Los Angeles, and who has pro- 
duced in addition to four books of 
poetry seven splendid stories of the 
West. His last novel, “Partners of 
Chance.” shows clearly (tat he 
can write a. book that is more than 
a conventional western thriller. 
All his work is above the average 
of western stuff, and his circle of 
readers is daily widening. 

Herewith is « brief sketch of the 
man: 

The career of Henry Herbert 
Knibbe makes a story aé full of 
sest and romance as those novels 
in which he has so vividly depicted 
the colorful life of the West He 
is a man who “lifted himself by 
his boot straps” from a life of 
drudgery and grime to one of beav- 
ty and color—a care-free, joyous 
life of creative work. 

Rorn in Canada, he came to the 
United States at the age of 21, be- 
came a naturalized citizen, and did 
whatever work he could get. There 
was a job in an iron foundry, then 
as « traveling saleeman, then a po- 
sition aa private secretary to the 
trafic manager of a railroad. It 
was while In the last position that 
he tried the writing game. He was 
35 at the time, and throwing up 
his job, he went to Cambridge and 
took a course In English literature 
and rhetoric at Harvard Univer 
sity. At the end of the course he 
invested all hie worldly wealth in 
canoe and camping equipmen' 
and jeft for the Canadian wilder.

SPUD BALL 

Like many other modern games, 
Spud Ball combines some of the 
best features of older pastimes. In 
some respects it resembles Ball 
Tac. but in other ways it is like 
Call Ball. Ite variations teke the 
form of differences In the manuer 
of ecoring and im the matter of 
penalties. 

One player stands in the center 
holding a soft ball or a bean bag 
or oat eack; the other players 
group themeselves ebout him.

{ stood out tike spikes. Ellsworth realized 
his danger—not knowing what the grigaly 
would do, as he certainly looked mad enough 
for anything. He quickly pulled himself to 
gether, realizing something had to be 
done, and automa.ically with the thought he 
brought his gun to bear on the beast’s neck 
and placed a bullet at the base of the brain, 
just as it raised from the ground on the 
spring toward him. Elisworth says this was 
the closest he ever was or wishes to be 
fodder for bear. 

Speaking of grizzlies, Elisworth said tha‘ 
there is no way of estimating the age of the 
bear, as he is an extremely long lived crea- 
ture. He added that there was a Rocky 
Mountain grizzly in the Golden Gate Park 
when he came to California more than forty 
years ago, and it was then an old animal. 
The last time he visited the park the bear 
was still there. He estimates this bear was 
about ninety years old. Bears have been 
known to pass the century mark. 


The Crizzly Will Go His Way 
Not Interfered With 


OME hunters have siated that grizzlies if 

shot when they are not aware of the 
presence of the hunter will for some reason 
run in the direction from which the wound 
is received, and this is believed to be the 
reason so many hunters claim that grizzlies 
always charge them. Elisworth, however, 
states this is not always the case. His ex- 
perience has been that if you do not inter- 
fere with them and are not in their way, 
they will generally watch you with more or 
less in:erest, and unconcernedly move away. 
while the black or brown bear will always 
bolt away immediately. 

The gait of the grizzly is unusual and al- 
most impossible to describe, being a kind 
of shuffle, very ungainly, but suggestive of 
great power and momentum, and certainly 
gives one the impression of being always on 
guard and ready for instant action. Never- 
theless, his walk has the appearance of 
leisure, and he can cover long distances in 
a remarkably short time when he deter- 
mines that absence is the Better part of 
valor. 


As well as being the monarch of the woods 
the grizzly bear far excels in cunning and 
shrewdness any other animal found in his 
domain, and the things he will do and find 
not to do to outwit the trapper are akin to 
the uncanny. 

There is an old saying that the way to a 
man’s heart is through his stomach. This 
in another sense is equally true of bears, 
and more grizzly hunters have won their 
chance to drive their bullets home by siudy- 
ing their victim's appetite than by any other 
method. It therefore follows that some of 
the hunting grounds in the great Northwest 
used to be along streams where the salmon 
run, for the grizzly has a great appetite for 
fish and is a very efficient isherman. 


The Grizzly is Among the 
Most Expert of Fishermen 


HE grizzly by that natural instinct, or 

animal intuition, has his own calendar 
and never gets his dates mixed. About two 
weeks before the salmon are due the bears 
leave the higher hflls and ridges and gather 
near the streams to be on hand when the 
fish appear. They usually select as a place 
for their favorite fishing ground, some shal- 
low riffle, and in some places the bank of 
the stream is worn smooch by the many 
trails leading away into the dense woods, 
where they rest up when not fishing. 


In localities where they had been little 
ted, Ellsworth has seen them out fish- 
ing at all hours of the day, and to see a 
grizzly catching salmon is a sight well worth 
while and never to be forgotten, and is one 
of the real thrills for the hunter watching 
the hunted fishing. 

The grizzly usually si:s on the bank of the 
river or creek and watches the riffles over 
which the salmon try to force their way, and 
will quietly wait until the salmon is strug-

Two Huge Grizzlies Wreck 
Ellsworth’s Camp 


N ONE occasion, in the fall of the year, 

he shot two, mach against his desire, 
but had to do so in self-defense, or rather 
in defense of his belongings. He had gone 
up to British Columbia to hun: moose and 
caribou, and located camp. He had an as- 
sistant to help him with the rough work; 
they had picketed out their horses and got 
everything snugged down and were ready 
about sunrise to start on the trail, when 
about 100 yards from their tent he saw two 
grizzlies looking over a small divide and 
then suddenly disappear down a guich. He 
immediately got on their tracks and shot 
both of them. This he considered necessary 
owing to a previous experience when up on 
Goat Creek divide in the same region. After 
spring hunting he decided not to carry out 
a good deal of his equipment but leave it 
wntil fall when he was returning for other 
game. So they tied everything of value up 
high on the tent pole securely, as they 
thought, but on returning found everything 
had been pulled down; bedding and tent 
were torn in strips; food supplies, even 
canned goods, were torn open, or had teeth 
marks; beans spread all over the ground. 
An old style Eastman kodak was found 
forty feet from the camp in the grass, the 
leather chewed off and teeth marks in the 
metal, but still capable of taking pictures. 
All of which had been the work of destruc- 
tive grizzly bears. 


Elisworth relates an experience in Idaho 
when he knew of seven cows being killed 
at one time during breakfast, just prior to 
which they had been let out of the corral. 
They were simply killed for sheer mischief 
by one big grizzly which had been seen 
around, and eventually he shot him. 

Another evidence of the natural instinct 
of bears is how they gauge the time to 
emerge from their winter dens, because they 
come out at about the usual time in the 
different parts of the country accordingly, 
from about April to May, even though there 
may be a deep snow still lying over the 
country. Their dens are usually natural 
caves, among the cliffs, their openings 
concealed by dense brush and undergrowth, 
and these have often been discovered by the 
tracks and tearing down of undergrowth 
and snow by the animals forcing their way 
through. 

Elisworth has also hunted both the 
black and brown bear and relates 
many interesting experiences with them. 
The black and brown bear both have short 
claws and climb trees. The grizzly is fur- 
nished by nature with very long talons and 
has never been found tree climbing. They 
all eat roots, vegetation, flesh and fish. The 
black or brown bear making a kill or finding 
a carcass will pull it away from where found 
and start eating it, remaining withgit until 
finished. The grizzly is more of an epicure; 
he will cover it up with leaves and allow it 
to remain a few days to mature before mak- 
ing his feast. 

Mr. Elisworth’s trophy room in Long 
Beach is the mecca of many big game hunt- 
ers. One of his most treasured trophies is 
the mounted head of what is said to have 
been the largest moose ever seen in British 
Columbia. The base of each horn, that is, 
where it fastens to the head, is twelve and 
a half inches in circumference; length of the 
shovels, three feet six inches: width of 
shovels, sixteen inches: finished with 
twenty-four poinis or spikes, running in size 
from short ones to sixteen inches: spread 
of horns, fifty inches; length of under jaw, 
twenty-four inches; age, estimated twenty- 
five years; weight 1400 pounds. 

Because of building operations requiring 
his presence, Ellsworth was forced to give 
up his trip this year, but next spring he ex- 
pects to be back in the wilds of British 
Columbia.

We tarried for a 
moment to watch the antics of an agile gym- 
mast performing upon a tight-rope, this be- 
ing a free exhibition which served as a bait 
to draw the throngs to the show grounds. 


An animated multitude was surging 
around the ticket wagon clamoring for 
the pasteboards that gave their holders 
admission to the tents. Dodging this mob, 
my companion and I passed through the 
main entrance into the “big top.” Standing 
with conspicuous aggressiveness at the 
main gateway was a “ticket scalper,” a mem- 
ber of the grafting circus clan who has long 
preyed on the public and who is ever pres- 
ent, even as an attache of the larger cir- 
cuses of today. This particular, flashily at- 
tired, diamond-hedecked “butcher” loomed 
up at the entrance as we passed in, offering 
admission tickets which sold at the wagon 
for 50 cents, to those who preferred to avoid 
the rush, charging an advance of 10 cents. 
He was doing q brisk business, paying the

Some ignorant 
physician sees it. He covers it with a salve 
which compels it to close. Then he cries, 
‘See, it is all gone!’”

There is no 
running water in the home of the average 
French peasant. He goes to the village well 
or to the hydrant, to get the water he drinks 
and uses in cooking, I saw men, women and 
children drawing water in every town I 
passed through. In the devastated regions 
about 30,000 wells were totally de 
stroyed, more than 25,000 had been poisaned 
while more than 100,000 had to be cleaned 
up.

N THE first place the country destroyed 

by the Germans lies in North France, this 
side of Belgium, running from the North 
Sea to the Rhine and reaching south almost 
to Paris. It comprises 6000 square miles. It 
is one-sixth as big as Indiana and two-thirds 
the size of Massachusetts. It embraces ten 
of the richest departments or states of the 
Republic of France and one thirty-sixth of 
its territory. Divide France into fields of 
thirty-six acres and one acre in each field 
was fought over. Collect all its people, and 
one in every six lived in this battle-scarred 
region and that sixth paid more than its 
share of the taxes. The actual number was 
about twice as many people as we have in 
Philadelphia, or as many as there are in 
Chicago, Detroit and Cleveland combined. 
To appreciate how dense was the population 
of this area, let us continue our comparison 
with Indiana. In 1920 that State had less 


the railways. Enough tracks to lay a road 
from Boston to the Mississippi River were 
torn up, and 1500 bridges and tunnels needed 
rebuilding. In my trip of this week nearly 
all of the road bridges we crossed were 
brand new. 

And now just a word as t6 the factories 
and mines. In another letter I will describe 
their reconstruction. Two-thirds of the coal 
pits of the Nord and Pas de Calais, had been 
blown up or flooded and 220 had to be bored 
over again.

servers; and perfectly reposed, he was then 
fresh and disposed for his affairs. 

“This is a power that evervome can ac- 
quire, by giving themselves .he trouble of a 
progressive training in an cxercise, tedious 
snd tiresome at first, but which quickly gives 
the most encouraging result«. 

“The object of this exercise is to learn to 
isolate one’s self from the exterior world, 
to recall the power that the vagabond and 
undisciplined thoughts have carried useless 
ly im all directions, and not to let them fly 
away again. 

“This is the ‘retreat into the silence.” 

“This isolation can be practiced any- 
where; at home or abroad, during the day 
or at night, sitting or lying down. 

“But for the beginner, it is better to re- 
tire into a chamber partly or wholly dark- 
ened, away fom noise, where one will not 
be liable to be disturbed. 

“One should place one’s self comfortably, 
in an easy chair or better yet in a reclining 
chair or on a bed, the eyelids partly closed, 
and the hands half shut. When there, make 
a mental effort to recall the forces from out- 
side and also to prevent the further emission 
of thought; all movements, voluntary or In- 
voluntary, must be controlled and all the 
muscles must be relaxed as completely as 
possible. 

“The mouth must be shut, without press 
ing the lips together, and the breathing 
must proceed slowly through the nostrils 
onty. 

“The field of consciousness must be entire- 
ly closed, and every thought, no matter what 
it may be, must be repelled as soon as it Is 
perceived, in a word, one must not think at 
ull. 

“Two effects equally useful are produced; 
the muscular relaxation and the arrest of 
thought. 

“It is not easy at first. Rarely is the mus- 
cular relaxation complete, nor can a total 
inactivity of thought be maintained for 
more than thirty or forty seconds. 

“The efforts necessary for this exercise 
are very fatiguing and one is obliged to 
cease from them at the end of two or three 
minutes. 


“But, little by little, the possibility to iso- 
late one’s self is realized; the circulation 
of the thought is more easily arrested, the 
relaxation becomes complete, and one can 
mainiain that condition very easily during 
eight or ten minutes. Serious advantages 
from this state commence to be realized, 
for one can repose one’s self more or less 
completely in a very short time. 

“In continuing to develop this faculty, one 
fs able after a time, to isolate one’s self 
even in the midst of noise and confusion, 
and the noises from outside even when in- 
tense are only perceived feebly. The sensi- 
bility diminishes to such a degree that if a 
fly comes and lights on your nose, it does 


not trouble you.”

Salvaging Civilization 


HE state of the western world has 

brought forth many pessimistic utter- 
ances from thinking men, who can look be- 
yond their immediate surroundings. In the 
Century, G. Stanley Hall glances at some of 
these utterances: 


“Prof. McDougall, recently called from Ox- 
ford to Harvard to succeed the late Prof. 
Munsterberg, and who seems, like his pred- 
ecessor, to feel charged with the daty of 
becoming a mentor to the New World, tells 
us in his ‘Is America Safe for Democracy” 
that the United States is ‘speeding gaily 
with invincible optimism down the road to 
de ction.” He reminds us that something 
lik@ one-fourth of our drafted men were un- 
fit for military service, and the tests of two 
Or three millions of them show them to have 
an average psychological age of thirteen 
years and an educa.ional equipment of the 
sixth school grade. This is a very different 
reality from the ideal of that of the founders 
of our nation. 


“Edward Alsworth Ross in his “The Old 
World in the New,’ shows that in the year 
| the War began the proportion of our foreign- 
born and their children was not only greater 
than ever before, but that the quality of the

to the community. 

“In ‘The Modernizing of the Orient,’ Clay- 
ton S. Cooper reminds us that Asia, with 
its 900,000,000 people, or nearly four times 
aS many as are in Europe, has so far been 
but slightly affected by the West; that Alex- 
ander’s conquests, Rome, and the crusades 
left hardly a trace: while if England with- 
drew from India and Egypt, most traces of 
ter dominion there would be forgotten in a 
generstion. 


“Hyndman, in his ‘The Awakening of 
Asia, tells us that the assumed superiority 
of Europe over Asia ‘doos not exist;’ that 
Asia has influenced Europe on the whole far 
more than she has been influenced by her; 
that Japan has the same aspiration to rule 
Asia that Germany had to rule Europe; that 
China, despite her ha:red of Japan, would 
prefer to be dominated by her th y the 
West. He thinks an even greater war than 
that which has just closed is Hable to break 
out between the yellow and the white races. 

“Lothrop Stoddard, in his ‘The Rising 
Tide of Color.’ says that the Russo-Japanese 
War taught Asia that the white races were 
not Invincible, and ‘we stand ai a crisis, 
the supreme crisis of ages.” The recent war 
came a5 an answer to the prayers of the col- 
ored races that the whites fall out among 
themselves, and our solidarity is broken.

CERTAIN leisure and security is neces- 

sary not only to become a jeweler, but 
to be a weaver. Out on the Buffalo Plains. 
our Indians had dressed in buckskin, for 
shirts and leggings, skirts and moccasins. 
In the new environment buckskin was still 
chiefly used, but it was not the. only re 
course. In certain localities the ancient 
Pueblos raised a little mative cotton which 
they wove into very good fabrics. In lieu 
of buffalo robes they made blankets of rab- 
bit skinme—cut im strips, twisted and 
dried with the hair outside, and the 
strands sewn together somethigg after 
the fashion of our grandmother's rag car- 
pets. These were very warm and reason- 
ably cheap, in a country teeming with co> 
tontailse and jack rabbits. There were 
plenty of bears, too—brown and grizzly and 


with a meedie-pointed thorn were pounded 
up and cleansed of the pulpy matter, leaving 
a mass of tough slender fibers, excellent for 
thread and for weaving. Of these fibers the 
Cliff Dwellers wove their sandals; some of 
them so compact as to outwear good sole 
It is a beautiful little touch of the 
vitality and sincerity of the &rt-instinct in 
primitive man that we find the soles of 
these sandals wrought in beautiful raised 
patterns—though they were to be worn out 
upon the sharp gravels and abrading lavas. 
It is liverally true that no act of life with 
the ancient Pueblos was so trivial or so 
selfish as to be without » distinct religious 
coloration and motive; and no article of use 
so trivial or so base that it must not be made

come to shelter and security from attack 
or from stampeding, developed in very many 
ways beyond the scope of a nomad.

It was largely on credit, in 5, 10 and 26 per 
cent purchases; the bill being invariably 
paid when the customer sold sheep er bian-

LAMO MOUNTAIN is the last stand 
of the San Rafaels toward the cast. 
Of course there is McDonald Peak 
right under Alamo’s crest; and 

Stewart Mountain, and Snowy Peak, and 

Black Mountain just a few miles further on; 

and then, the very last of all, Cobblestone 

Mountain, which looms up so grandly on our 

left as we drive up the Ridge Road, beyond 

Saugus. And they are respeciable moun- 

tains, too, rising well up around 7000 feet; 

but when we are on the summit of Alamo, 
and are looking out over them, we hardly 
mote them at all. 

So we may consider Alamo Mountain as 
the last high stand of the San Rafaels in 
their eastern ex.ension. 

Where Van and I made camp at the junc- 
tion of Lockwood Creek with the Piru, after 
our strenuogs day's trip from the Sespe, 
was in the very shadow of Alamo Mountain, 
at its northwest foot. It was Alamo Moun- 
tain which had drawn us there. We 
had heard of its attractions, and had long 
looked forward to the time when we should 
realize for ourselves what others had told 
us of And now we were in camp at its 
foot! ‘ 

We were astir the next morning at 4:30; 
and a: 5:30 we left camp for a long day on 
Alamo. We went afoot, that we might stray 
about as we pleased, take our time to it, and 
be entirely carefree. Then, too, the aanl- 
mals needed a rest, and as there was some 
uncertainty as to the forage we were likely 
to run into during the few days, we thought 
they deserved a feast while it was in sight. 
So we picketed two of the horses where the 
grass was knee-deep and turned the others 

There are several trails leading to the top 
of Alamo Mountain. Perhaps the most used 
one is the Henderson Trail, which starts 
from the Piru, at the north foot of the 
mountain. It is favored, because a road 
reaches its foot on the Piru, It may be con- 
sidered as part of a through trail over the 
top of the mountain and down the south side 
by way of the Alder Creek Trail—the final 
outlet in that direction belng the Sespe Hot 
Springs Trail. Then there is the Snowy 
Creek Trail from the east, which is very 
little used. None of them is very much 
traveled, for that matter, as but few persons 
other than the forest rangers visit the moun- 
tain.

E HAD originally intended (to take the 

old Alder Creek Trail from the south, 
but when we were in camp on the Piedra 
Blanca, the district ranger, who happened to 
be there on trail repair work at the time, 
told us of a newer trail up Alamo which 
started from Piru Creek wheré the Lock- 
wood joined it. This was known as the 
Miller Trail from the ranger who built 
it. It was not only a better trail than the 
ome by Alder Creek, the ranger said, but it 
would save us a day's time. The ranger 
had furiher told us that Miller had died 
since building the trail, and that we would 
find the road he had made a worthy. monw- 
meat to his memory. We did. 

From our camp we back-tracked up the 
Piru, crossed the Lockwood and kept on up 
stream for perhaps a quarter of a mile, 
where we found the Piru bridged with a log. 
We crossed over and almost immediately 
picked up the trail. We found, indeed, that 
Miller had left a monument to his industry. 
But we also noted that Time is the respecter 
of no man's memory. Already the trail was 
cluttered with rocks and the chaparral was 
rapidly coming back. If Miller's memory is 
to be kept green, a wall crew will have to 
spend a few days every two or three years 
clearing away rock waste and cutting cha- 
parral. The trail has a moderate grade, good 
width, and a fairly smooth footing. Its

Deep breathing is of 
little value as long as the blood is not in 
normal eondition. Diabetes is generally 
preceded by anemia, or lack of red blood 
corpuscles. 


The proper therefore, is not 
merely to withdraw the sugar—although, as 
readers know, I do not approve of the use 
of cane sugar in any form—but to so im- 
prove the condition of the blood that it can 
@ispose of a reasonable amount of sugar. 
Otherwise, it would be like taking a light 
burden off a weak man’s back, instead of 
Sega the man, so that he can bear 


The correspondent also says, in regard to 
diet: “Avoid absolutely all food containing 
sugar, albumen and the proteins.” This, 
of course, is nonsense. To begin with, pro- 
teid and albumen are the same thing. Then, 
again, all natural foods contain albumen, or 
proteid, to a greater or less extent. The av- 
erage human body contains twenty-eight 
ounces of nitrogen, which is equivalent to 
170 ounces of proteid. It was formerly as- 
sumed that we need about four ounces of 
proteid daily, but later investigations have 
proven that this is far too much. Now 
about an ounce and a half is considered 
sufficient by most investigators. In my 
opinion, one ounce is sufficient for people 
doing moderate work. 

It has been usual, in the treatment of dia- 
betes, to withdraw all sugar and starch, and 
put the patient on a purely albuminous diet. 
Gluten foods have been provided for dia- 
betics. These are starvation foods, with the 
important and indispensable organic salts 
washed out of them. They all contain more 
or less starch—s®me almost as much as or- 
dinary bread. On a diet of pure gluten a 
person would starve to death, almost as 
soon as if he ate nothing. More sensible 
is flour made from almonds, which come

Diabetes is closely related to. asthma 
and obesity, which have their origin in 
eating large quantities of emasculated, arti- 
ficially-prepared food, depfived of its most 
essential constituenta, 
Further, constant ind 
beverages and tobacco, also lack of fresh 
air and exercise. Naturally the disease is 
more common among well-to-do people than 
among workingmen, who are engaged in 
muscular and outdoor work. 

Here is an admission made by Van Noor- 
den as to the futility of the laboratory meth- 
ods of investigating and treating disease: 


“We are all still so much under the in- 
fluence of that glorious epoeh in which 
pathological anatomy was the only mistress 
from whom scientific medicine could learn 
with profit that it is often difficult for us 
to realize that important disturbances of 
function may occur when microscopic ex- 
amination reveals no distinctively patholog- 
ical changes.” 


Dr. C. S. Carr said that every day he re- 
ceived pathetic letters from patients syffer- 
ing from derangements, mostly of a mental 
character. He refers particularly to dia- 
betes, and points out that there are two 
forms of this disease—‘diabetes mellitus” 
and “diabetes insipidus.” Diabetes meilitus 
is what is known as “sugar diabetes.” In 
the other form, the constituents of the urine 
are perfectly normal, except, of course, that 
the excessive quantity makes it of lower 
specific gravity, consisting, as it does, al- 
most entirely of water. As Dr. Carr says, 
this form of diabetes should be called,“poly- 
uria,” which means simply too much urine. 
Dr. Carr points out that there is no simi- 
larity whatever between these two affec 
tions. Diabetes mellitus is as different from 
diabetes insipidus as stone bruise is from 
cancer. Describing the symptoms of real 
diabetes, Dr. Carr says:

Grizzly is Shrewd and Often 
Evades Capture for Y ears 


N HUNTING, as in other matters, it is 

more often than not that the unexpected 
happens, and this is especially so in the 
sport of hunting grizzly bear and it is always 
a matter of the hunter pitting his shrewd- 
ness and warinéss against that of Bruin as 
Elisworth soon learned. . 

Several years ago, away out in the wilds 
of the Canadian Mountains, 500 or 600 miles 
from civilization, there was a grizzly bear, 
a huge monster, which had been terrorizing 
the countryside for years. The beast had 
been smart enough to spring the traps of the 
hunters and get away, and gobble up the fat 
calves and young lambs of the farmers. 
Time and time again the trappers and the 
gentlemen hunters had iried to get the bear, 
but no one cared to get close enough for a 
short distance encounter. 


On his arrival in the mountain regions 
Elleworth and his trapper companion were 
told of the grizzly’s depredations with a 
warning to be on the qui vive.

Since it is scarcely within the strength & 
any of us to escape undisturbed from the 
flattery, praise, or blame of our fellows, we 
usually overstep ourselves in the choice of 
our houses and the decorations of them. If 
only we might keep in mind that the truly 
great are truly simple in their tastes it 
would help considerably to speed us on our 
way to genuine happiness. An

I've 
been within so many four walls where ade 
quate self-expression was but a strenuous 
possibility that I find it is beter to begin a 
talk on the principles of interior decoration 
even farther off than the exterior of the 
house. So many of us buy and build with so 
little thought only to find our decoration 
problem a desperate one. 

Interior decoration is a unit, but scenery, 
light, temperature are essential parts of it. 

In every particular in relation to our 
homes we should be determined egoists, In 
the first place the little piece of earth that is 
to be ours for our life-time should be suited 


more than important. Did you ever stop 
to consider how the morale of your family is 
affected by the light exposure of their home? 


Since we have in mind the founding of a 
home marked by simplicity, all the lines of 
the house outside and in as well as those of 
the furniture should be of the straight Jjine 
and simple curve type. Short, nervous 
straight lines or wiggly curved lines may 
easily become a nightmare. Fortunately the 
short silly lines are more expensive than 
their longer, more restful relatives. Let us 
indulge in them. Architects sometimes in- 
dulge themselves in cutting up simple plain 
walls with panels formed of molding. How 
the world do they think we are going to 
ake our pictures fit their foolish panels! 
And how much better is a simple mantel 
than one fixed up with little pigeon-hole 
shelves! And why spoil room-doors and 
closet-doors with decorated panels, or with 
any panels at all. A plain door is very 
beautiful. 

The same principle holds in the lines of 
wall papers and carpets. The figure spacing 
of both should have no obtrusive lines un- 
less it be in stripes on the wall paper. . Yet 
striped wall paper seldom has a good effect 
except in bedrooms. Even there y should 
not be very pronounced. If the? are too 
marked the pictures are at a great disadvan- 
tage and also we become very tired of their 
staring at us. Im draperies some short-line 
effects are very good, but there should be 
enough long lines to balance them. The 
most poorly framed pictures are those of 
many curlycue lines. Most of us seem posi- 
tively afraid of straight-line effects. Fussi- 
mess has become second naiure to us.

Many rooms are spoiled 
for comfortable and artistic furnishing by 
the injudicious placing of windows and 
doors. In living rooms space is usually left 
for a piano, but beyond this no piece of fur- 
niture seems to get any consideration. The 
awkwardness might so easily be obviated! 
by the grouping of windows instead of scat- 
tering them, and doors might be placed in 
corners instead of breaking wall-spaces with

molding placed 
close to or far from the ceiling; largely by 
the size of the rugs; and by the placing of 
the furniture. For instance, ninety-nine 
times out of a hundred the placing of a table 
in the center of a living-room will spoil the 
entire line effect of the room. As a general 
rule the largest pieces of furniture should 
be at the greatest distance from the center of 
the room. Generally they should be placed 
against the wall. Do not break the lines of 
aroom by placing furniture diagonally 
across the corners. If the architect did his

ULLING is ever an interesting and 
popular phase of poultry culture-— 

and what is of ‘arger sicnificance 

it resvits In larger commerctal values. The 
time to cull t« all the time, for certain it 
is that faulty specimens ate always crop- 
pring up in a crowing flock; the sooner 
such are removed the better. Naturally 
all weaklings, those showing constitutional 
defects, those that <how faults that make 
for disqualifications in the Standard of 
Perfection, have no place in a alice even 
flock of pure-bred fowl. From a breeding 
point of view and exhibition qualities, 
culling of late years has been more along 
productive and economic lines, which bas 
many virtues «and also some possible de- 
fects. To breed from prolific hens at first 
glance seems good practice, but an ex- 
hausted bird is quite apt to be wenhting fa 
stamina and virility in the breeding pen; 
when to this is added careless culling, 
chicks of weakened vitality are Hable to re- 
suk. Prof. Rice of Cornell University, duar- 
ing his recent visit to California, warned 
"". the poultry breeders agaigst dangers from 
‘, this quarter. In his talks with breeders 
was quite emphe'’tc in calling attention 
to the urgency of allowing heavy laying 
hens, selected for breeding purposes, a 
period of rest and recuperation from the 
drain caused by heavy laying. In the re 
gions of ice and snow this is brought about 
by climatic conditions-—-the production of 
hem fruit always being light during the se- 
vere cold weather of eastern winters: in 
California, however, this is hot nearly so 
pronounced, consequently Prof. Rice’s note 
of warning is all the more significant here. 
Obviously, the experienced breeder in 
California knows this. and as a consequence

Other things being equal, it is, 
in our opinion, good ecomomy for the egg 
farmer to secure his replenishment for his 
fixnks from the commercial hatcheries, 
either as day-old chicks or as pullets “on 
their feet.” Should there be a general re- 
turn to breeders doing their own hatching, 
it will greatly modify present practices 
aud ‘fes of activity, not only on the poul- 
try farms, but in the incubator business 
also; it would result in the larger sale of 
small machines, which has in certain direc- 
tions been somewhat negligible. It is an 
evidence that poultry breeders are begin- 
ning to appreciate that prolificness at the 
expense of rcbust breeding qualities and 
stamina in growing stock is anything but 
a desirable quality.

attention to the villainous practice of 
faking. Often this is more the result of 
ignorance and indifference to fine points of 
honor and a healthy sportsmanship, than a 
malicious intention to deceive. Every ex- 
perienced breeder grooms and “dolls up” 
his exhibition specimens, and within 


cer- 
tain limite this is right and proper; but 


specifically declared faking to consist of 
any one of the following counts: 

(1.) When sickles or main tall feathers 
are obviously bent or broken down. 


(2.) When saddle feathers are obvious- 
ly crimped or broken back.

(6.) When there ts evidence of an al- 
teration to cover a disqualification. 

(7.) When a feather formation is pulled 
that leaves a hole or evidence of same in 
the shank or toe. 

(8.) When any white bird has gone 

through any process or treatment which 
leaves the skiu in an irritated state or in- 
famed condition, or leaves the feathers 
brittle, or destroys the ‘natural life and 
appearance of the feathers, i shall be con- 
sidered as faked. 
When any colored or parti<olored 
bird has been dyed or subjected to any 
process which has resulted in evidently 
deepening the tone of the plumage color, 
or evidently altering, softening or intenst- 
fying the shade and tone of the plumage 
color, it shall be considered faked. 

Noté on $. The appearance and 


condition of the plumage shall be sufficient 
evidence to justify the action of the judge. 

(16.) Singing feathers is faking. 

(11.) Dying feathers is faking. 

(12.) Using artificial color on any parts 
of the bird is faking. 

413.) Cutting, trimming, fixing or mn- 
tating «ny section of the bird is faking. 

Note: It shall not be considered faking 
to pull occasional undesirable feathers in 
any variety except sickle, main tail, pri- 
mary or seeondary feathers. In case they 
are missing they shall be cut as required 
by the standard. - 

Let this be a note of warning to intend 
ing exhibitors and at the same time an ad- 
monition to judges to penalize the bird 
that shows evidences of faking by its 
owner. 


Advertisirg the Nutritive Egg 


Readers of this page will recall the fre- 
quent references that have been made «ad- 
vising poultry breeders and dealers to ad- 
vertise the nutritive value of ees a« a food 
in the human dietary, and calling attention 
to what has been accomplished in the same 
direction with many of our fruit food prod- 
ucts. Insofar as tangible results are con- 
cerned, but little ever came of it, excepting 
that breeders qu'te generally indorsed the 
idea in a tentative sort of a way. The or- 
ganized poultrymen in the San Francisco 
hay region, however, have taken hold of 
the proposition, and advertisements are 
now appearing in the San Francisco papers 
advocating the wider consumption of hen 
fruit, informing the public of its nutritive 
values, assimulative and digestible quali- 
ties. Some of the dailies are holding so- 
called “Egg Contests.” to which readers 
are asked te contribute their reasons why 
more eggs should be used, the idea being 
that with this information in available 
form, the public will be educated to the 
economic use of more eggs in both public 
places and private families. Breeders will 
watch the results of this campaign with 
interest; our own judgment is that if in- 
telligently and forcibly carried ort, it will 
prove a good investment. An additional 
consumption of only half an egg a day per 
capita of population as a result of this sort 
of general publicity, would clean up sur- 
plus stocks in a little while, and so 
strengthen the market that food prices to 
producers would be maintained.

Grading Hen Fruit by Machinery 

During the past two years importaat ad- 
vances have been made in the matter of 
cleaning and sterilizing eggs. both opera- 
tions being done by specially made machin- 
ery. to which attention has already been 
called itn these columns. Now comes the 
news from New York of the invention of a 
machine to grade hen fruit, with a capacity 
of from 200 cases to a carload of eggs per 
day. In describing it the New York Prod- 
uce News says that it is so systematic that 
the labor saving is from 25 to 30 per cent 
in comparison with the present system, and 
that in addition a positively uniform pack 
is assured. A machine twelve feet long 
has a capacity of 200 cases a day and re- 
quires three men, one to see that the eggs 
are fed in the machine properly, one to 
examine and grade them. picking out the 
defective ones and repac'ng them with 
good ones, and a third man to see that the 
good eggs are returned to the cases. A 
grades eighteen feet long has a capacity of 
300 cases a day and one twenty-four feet 
loug cam take care of a car of exge «. Ge. | 
The larger the machine the more men 
needed to operate it. 

An entire layer of a case of eggs is fed 
into the machine at a time from one end 
of the machine. The eggs are carried. in 
baskets, after the flats and fillers have been 
removed, toward the other end of the ma- 
chine. The baskets are of metal and are 
propelied by hand slong a metal siide. At 
the center of the machine, and just below 
where the eggs pass, ts a box containing 
electric lights, for the purpese of candling 
the eggs. Im this manner, the rots, spots 
and checks are easily discernible. They 
are picked out and goo’ eggs are subett- 
tuted for them, so that. by the time the trays 
reach the far end of the slide, they contata 
an entire layer of good eggs. 


At this end, flats and fillers are

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Our Fair 
HE first annual Los Angeles County 


Fair, held at Pomona from October 17 


to 21, inclusive, was not only one of the 
finest agricultural and ifidustrial exposi- 
tions ever held in Southern California, but 
one of the most notable “first-effort” events 
of its kind ever seen in the West. The 
Pomona people want not only an annual 
Los Angeles County Fair that shall be a 
real county fair in every sense of the word, 
but they want that fair to be a Pomona 
institution. They are so dead in earnest 
about it, too, that they have signalized 
their ambition by providing a permanent 
site in an attractive location near the fa- 
mous Ganesha Park. The fair which end- 
ed last Saturday was held on that site and 
the live and forward-looking community 
which staged that fine exposition is even 
now considering ways and means of add- 
ing to the initial building equipment and 
general facilities of the grounds. 


The richest county in agricultural pro- 
duction in the United States should have 
a county fair second to none other in the 
land. Los Angeles county, too, can stage 
just such an annual event if the county 
as a whole will get behind and help. 
Where that fair shall be held is not so 
much the question as that it shall be held 
and that the entire county work to make 
it a success. No one community should 
be expected to take hold of the thing, al- 
though Pomona probably came nearest to 
succeeding at this of all the communities 
that have tried to stage representa- 
tive fairs. Pomona, it is , had co-op- 
eration from many sources, but the first 
annual Los Angeles County Fair, as it was 
called, was essentially a Pomona achieve- 
ment. 

Pomona’s fair next year should have the 
hearty support of all Los Angeles county 
and if, as Pomona believes and hopes and 
intends, this event is to become the great 
Los Angeles County Fair that has been 
dreamed of, all community rivalries should 
be forgotten and everyone should céncen- 


trate upon making this one fair the great-

LONG PRUNING 


HAVE THIS YEAR’S CROPS SHOWN 


TO BE A FAILURE 


By VINCENT F. BLANCHARD, 


IVE yeats ago fully 96 per cent of the 
deciauous fruit trees of California were 
pruned by the old California open Vase, 
heading back method. Today more than 70 
per cent are pruned by the so-<alied “long” 
pruning or thinning system—perhaps the 
first time in the history of horticulture that 
a standard, recognized practice has been 
changed so completely in such a short per- 
of time. 

When the Agricultural Extension Service 
eundertook to convince growers of the merits 
of the “long” system, as worked out by the 
College of Agriculture, it was realized that 
there would be some disappointments 
among fruit growers, as it was practically 
impossible for all who attempted the sys- 
tem to carry it out as recommended. 

The 1922 fruit season has brought forth 
serious doubts in the minds of some decidu- 
ous fruit growers as to the value and suc-

seems to be a general tendency to lay the 
fault of poor quality fruit to the “long” 
pruning system. Field men employed by 
some canning companies have in many in- 
stances encouraged this feeling against that 
system. It has been a season of many com- 
plaints. An excessively large crop, small 
fruit, poor in quality, fog scab, much break- 
age, and the production of fruit only in 
the tops of trees, have all been laid to the 
“long” system. If such were the experi- 
ences of most fruit growers who have triea 
this system as recommended, then one 
might conclude that it is a failure. But such 
was not the experience of all fruit growers, 
for many who use the “long” system pro- 
duced large crops of first-class fruit, and 
obtained satisfactory prices. : 

There were failures experienced in the 
case of some orchards which were supposed 
to be pruned by the “long” system, and the

FIRST LOS ANGELES COUNTY 
FAIR AT POMONA BIG SUCCESS 


ORE than realizing the confident ex- 
pectations of its enthusiastic backers, 
the First Annual Los Angeles County 

Fair, held at Pomona from October 17 to 21, 
inclusive, marked the beginning of what 
promises to become one of the great yearly 
fair fixtures of the West. 

To Pomona and Pomona Valley belong 
the principal credit for the success of this 
exposition of products of the Nation's rich- 
est agricultural county; but it was an idea 
that caught hold the county over, and the 
fair itself reflected the friendly interest and 
hearty co-operation of many ,communities. 

The event was staged on the forty-acre 
tract bought by the city of Pomona, with the 
aid of the Pomona Chamber of Commerce, 
the fair committee, public-spirited individ- 
uals and the county board of supervisors, a 
site which all Pomona Valley is hopeful shall 
be the permanent location of a great and 
growing annual institution—a real Los An- 
geles County Fair. And every one of the 
thousands of visitors who flocked to the 
fair from all parts of the Southland, admit- 
ted that a wonderfully convincing start had 
been made toward that end. 

The site lies between beautiful Ganesha 
Park and the Mountain Meadows Country 
Club, in the shadow of the San Jose hills. 
To the north, the Sierra Madre Mountains 
form a background to an attractive picture. 
Spectators in the grandstand look across a 
rich valley to the jagged outlines of Old 
Baldy; Ontario, Cucamonga and other peaks. 

On this permanent site had been erected 
an array of buildings, tents and stock barns 
that was a revelation to every fair visitor. 
The huge main tent, 548 feet in length by 
130 feet wide, was said to be the largest ever 
set up in the West. Within it every square 
foot of available space had been filled with 
interesting and beautiful exhibits. Another 
large tent was given oveg entirely to tractor, 
truck, pump and farm implement displays. 
A third “big top” contains a noteworthy 
poultry show, and a fourth was divided be-

high schools and other institutions spe- 
clalizing in agricultural subjects. Perma- 
nent barns and sheds housed all the live 
stock with the exception of the sheep, for 
which provision had to be made in a special 
tent. Minor tents and buildings and the 
grandstand and racetrack completed the 
impressive layout, the whole representing a 
miracle of transformation from the bare 
fields of a few short weeks before. 


Sixteen agricultural communities of the 
county entered displays in this, the first 
big fair at Padmona and, in addition, a num- 
ber of industrial communities were repre- 
sented by attractive booths. Three counties, 
Los Angeles, Fresno and Kings, had fine 
county displays of various products, al 
though that of Los Angeles county was not 
entered in confpetition for prizes. The in- 
dividual exhibits of farm products and of 
canned and preserved fruits and other prod- 
ucts of the household were numerous and of 
excellent quality. The trades’ and manu- 
'facturers’ exhibits were as complete as any 
ever seen at a similar fair in Southern Calli- 
fornia. The State Department of Agricul- 
ture, the State Board of Health, the County 
Forestry Service, Farm Bureau and Los An- 
geles County Horticultural Commission all 
had highly instructive exhibits illustrative 
of public service work being done in Call- 
fornia. 

In the community exhibit competition, 
judged by Ernest Braunton, “Garden Beau- 
tiful" editor of The Times Farm and Tractor 
Section: H. J. Ryan, horticultural commis- 
sioner of Los Angeles county, and Dr. 
Flanders of Pomona, East Pomona was giv- 
en first place. Second went to El Monte, 
third to Chino, fourth to Baldwin Park, and 
fifth to La Verne. The contest was so close 
in many phases that results were difficult 
to arrive at, somo of the displays not re- 
ceiving awards excelling in important fea- 
tures. In the county division, Fresno re- 
ceived first award ahd Kings second.

considered. 
SOME EXPERIENCES 

(1.) Excessire bearing. If 
trees are not pruned at all, they will 
duce a greater tonnage of fruit for a limited 
period than if pruned. One might ask 
“Why is it necessary to prune at all?” 
ing merely regulates fruit production, 
does not increase production. Production 
can be increased or dimished with the de 
gree of severity of pruning. In fact, the 
heavier and more severe a pru is given, 
the lighter the crop will be. That is why 
the heading back system produces lighter 
crops than the long system. The long sys 
tem is a less severe system. Excess bear- 
ing with the long system is largely brought 
about by not pruning enough. In most cases 
which have been examined where the crop 
was too great, the trees came very near the 
“no pruning” class. It if necessary to re 
duce the top by thinning out heavily. 

(3.) Breakage of limbs. One of the most 
serious complaints this year was that limbs 
broken down under the weight of fruit with 
the long system. One of the specific recom- 
mendations made by the Extension Service 
was that fruit should be knocked off the 
ends of the limbs, using a pole with a Hose 
attached, especially in the case of aprt 
cots. Fruit is produced lower down with 
the long system, and what fruit is borne 
on the terminals can be knocked off with- 
out any serious loss of production. Anoth- 
er reason for bréakage is that many trees 
pruned “long” were in past years headed 
back, with the result that weak limbs were 
formed. When the limbs beyond the cuts 
became loaded, and part of the load was not 
knocked off, the weight was too great, and 
breakage resulted. Growers should gauge 
the load with the tree's condition, and not 
permit over-bearing. 

Still another reason for breakage is that 
growers sometimes leave too many limbs 
with the result that these never grow suf- 
ficiently large to hold up a crop. A few 
large limbs are far better than many slen- 
der limbs. 

Failure to size up. The price ob- 
taimed for fruit is determined in part by 
its quality, and small fruit usually br 

a low price. The complaint that the “lon 
pruning system produces small fruit is 
unjust one, for if the system is carried out 
@s recommended, fruit of good quality 
be obtained. It is characteristic of m 
fruit trees to produce more fruit than 
set. However, occasionally there will 
ideal conditions for setting of fruit, and 
much fruit will mature to be sized 
ciently. In such cases, it is necessary 
practice thinning of fruit, even with a 
cots. It is impossible for a tree to b 
a full crop to a good size. Thinning is 
paying investment. Many a grower received 
a@ poor price this season because he did not’ 
thin heavily enough. The peach grower has’ 
it brought forcefully to his attention that! 
thinning is a necessity, for the canner will 
not buy small fruit and small fruit 
not sell fresh. 

Another reason for fallure to size 
fruit is that in many instances trees 
fered from lack of moisture. There is a 
general . impression amongst deciduous 
growers that irrigation is detrimental to 
the quality of all fruit. Perhaps one of the 
reasons for that impresion is that when 
soils become dry, growth of trees and fruit 
become checked, and the addition of water 
in such instances causes uneven growth 
and poor quality. Trees must have moisture 
in order to mature the fruit, and prepare» 
for the next year’s crop. When the soil 
moisture content becomes low, the leaves 
take moisture from the fruit, with the re 
sult that ite growth and de are 
impaired. A uniform application, supplying 
a sufficient amount throughout the year, 
will do much towards producing a good 
quality of fruit. The soil in most orchards 
examined by members of the Agricultural 
Extension Service Staff was found to be 
dry, in spite of the heavy rainfall last sea- 


son. 

(4.) Fog scab. Climatic conditions this 
season were favorable to the production of 
fog scab on apricots. It was most prevalent 
on fruit exposed to the sunlight, conse 
quently trees which did not have fruit 
knocked off the terminals had much 
scab. It was the fault of the grower 
not of the long pruning system. 

(5.) Fruit in tops and little below. A 
complaint which is sometimes made is thct 
most of the fruit is produced in the top 
where it is expensive to harvest. That 
is another case of not following the “long”

When a 
dog tms been treated with anti-rabic serum, 
it will not be necessary to quarantine or 
muzzle him in case of an outbreak of the 
disease. The of immunization is 
known as the “one injection method” and 
according to Doctor M. Dickie, secretary of 
the State Board of Health, is comparatively 
cheap.

WHAT GROWERS SAY 


Many growers have e themselves 
this season as having obtained splendid re 
sults with the long system. Claude Gibbs 
of Lankershim, a man who has been a 
commercial pruner of good standing in the 
Lankershim district, both with the head- 
ing back system and the long pruning sys 
tem, and who has a peach and apricot or- 
chard of his own, recently sent in a report 
to the extension service office as to results 


of using both ing methods, and his in- 
those results. Mr. Gibbs 
stated: , 


“I have heard of considerable dissatisfac- 
tion with the long pruning system, but in 
no case have I heard complaint where the 
pruning was donegas advocated, and proper 
care given afterwards. With me the long 
system has been highly satisfactory. We 
have better fruit than ever before, while 
most people complain of having poorer 
fruit this year. We will get more than 
one-half as much again for our fruit than we 
would if I had used the short system, be- 
sides I find easier sale for it as it is of 
better quality and has a higher color. We 
find the picking alsé is much easier and 
faster. In the plot of Elbertas where ! 
kept a record of eight trees each, eight trees 

by the short system yielded forty- 
five boxes, eight trees pruned by.the one 
year long system produced fifty-two and 
one-half boxes, and eight of those pruned 
by the long system, two years, sixty-one 
boxes. All the treés were of the same size 
and age and had the same care. Very few 
people thinned enough with either system. 
Most people who complained, largely 
by the let alone system.” :

W. P. Young of Van Nuys reported: 
“This year I thinned my apriocts, but 
found I had not thinned e Immedi 


ately after thinning, I irrigatéd. 
was of very good size and good flavor. I 
contracted with Rosenberg & Co. for 
fifty tons. They took over eighty tons 
before they stopped shipping, so you 
can see that we had good ‘cots. I consider 
that my loss by not being prepared to dry 
was about twenty tons, making in all a good 
one hundred tons from thirteen acres. Will 
use the “long” system agein, but will do 
more thinning. We decided that all or 
nearly all the ‘cots on the ends of the 
branches should come off.” 

Harry R. Miller of Hansen Heights re 
ported: “I have been pruning by the ‘long’ 
system for three years, and by so doing 
have done away with the heavy sucker 
growth which was the result of the heading 
back system. With the ‘long’ system,! 
now have a full crop from the up. 
As far as breakage goes, I do not have as 
much as with the old system. I-~have heard 
a great deal of complaint om that score 
from growers and my observation has been 
that this was caused by one or two reasons— 
either they did not thin the tops of their 
trees sufficiently during pruning, or did not 
thin the fruit sufficiently. The late Dr. 
Whitten and Prof. Overholzer, in all of their 
demonstrations, advised growers to take a 
club and knock all fruit off the ends of long 
branches. Another advantage of the ‘long’ 
system is that it allows plenty of light to 
strike the fruit on the inside of the trees, 
thereby giving you a much better color, 
which has a distinct advantage when mar. 
keting your fruit.”

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NATIONAL Alp 1s NEEDED IN 
SOLVING AVOCADO PROBLEMS 


By K. A. RVERGON, Agricultural Extension Service. 


HE avocado industry in California has 
arrived at a polmt where definite 
problems are hindering its continued 

development. Research has falléd to keep 
pace with development and the lack of in- 
formation about the tree and its habits is 
felt most keenly. 


Through the agency of the Federal De 
partment of Agriculture, the native avoca- 
do districts of the world have been combed 
for their best varieties. The explorations 
of Wilson Popenve of Altadena along this 
line have been of the utmest value and of 
fundamental importance to the industry. 
The varieties found are now being tried out 


wader conditions existing in California and 


Florida. From the hundreds of seeds 
planted here some superior local varieties 
have originated. Private exploration and 
importation have also added desirable 
varieties. However, the presence of trees 
that produce some fruits of excellent qual 
ity does not of itself make the industry suc- 
cessful. Trees of good growing habits and 
of consistent production are not commonly 
found. Varieties differ widely in bearing 
habits, according to locality. No one factor 
is responsible. Scientific research must 
be applied to solve some of the problems, 
and co-operative effort and the application 
of some of the general principles of fruit 
production will solve others. Some of the

From investigations 
with tne soil auger, it is safe to say that, 
except in isolated cases on heavy soll 
types, the avocado is underirrigated in 
California. The amount of water given is 
often too small, and further, the period 
between irrigations is too long.

This 
fluctuating condition, with alternating 
wetting and drying, is not conducive to 
fruit production.
